They 
have been used since the Ohio 
sales tax began in 19 34. 
The H ouse appro v ed the bill 82- 
51 four w eeks e a rlie r. It now goes 
to Gov. M ichael V. DiSalle. 
DiSalle, a D em o crat, has called 
for elim ination of the stam ps as 
needless expense. 
D uring d eb ate, th e bill’s backers 
pointed out th a t Ohio is the lone 
sta te am ong 38 w ith a sales tax 
which still uses stam ps.

“ at the end o f this y e a r” if the 
W estern allies do no t jo in the So ­ 
viet Unio n in a G erm an settle­ 
m ent. 
It was the clo sest Khrushchev 
has co me p ublicly to a sp ecific 
date fo r such a treaty , which he 
has rep eatedly threatened to sig n. 
K hrushchev’s sp eech in effect 
rep lied to a U.S. no te last week­ 
end that blamed the So viet Unio n 
fo r the deadlo ck in the Geneva 
nuclear test ban talks and hinted 
the United States mig ht reno unce 
the test m o rato rium the United 
States. Britain and F rance have 
o bserved since the talks started 
in Octo ber, 195 8 . 


The p rem ier said sho uld nuclear 
testing be resum ed, the “ entire 
resp o nsibility ” wo uld be o n the 
Western p o wers. 
W earing the unifo rm o f a So ­ 
viet lieutenant g eneral, the rank 
he held as a p o litical co m m isar 
in Wo rld W ar II, Khrushchev to ld 
the rally at the Krem lin’s Grand 
Palace: “As so o n as the United 
States sta rts nuclear tests ag ain 
the So viet Unio n will start testing 
its o wn nuclear weap o ns. 
“Quie a few devices requiring 
p ractical testing have been devel 
o p ed in the So viet Unio n. This 
will imp ro ve the efficiency o f o ur 
ato m ic

*'We attemp ted to talk to many of the res­ 
idents, who generally were v ery reluctant 
to sp eak up . stating that they would not dare 
talk for fear that sev ere discip linary mea­ 
sures would be taken against them. A few 
did finally op en up , stating the reasons for 
the feeling that ex isted generally among the 
residents. 
“ The reasons giv en were briefly as fol­ 
lows: 
Censorship of mail; 
abusiv e treat­ 
ment, both p hy sical and otherwise on the 
p art of the management; insufficient quan­ 
tities of milk allowed at meal time (We did 
note that the tables were set with v ary ing 
quantities of* milk at each p lace, 
ranging 
from a fourth of a glass to a full glass. 
A 
p erson who drank coffee or tea was not al­ 
lowed any milk.); insufficient clothing (many 
were found wearing shoes which should hav e 
been discarded many months ago); not p er­ 
mitted any sp ending 
allowance 
although 
many of the residents are receiv ing Social 
Security benefits.” 
THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE has rec­ 
ommended a p ublic hearing to air the Coun­ 
ty Home situation, with Sup erintendent Rus­ 
sell Phillis and some of the inmates p resent 
to answer questions freely . 


This is all right, but The Salem News sug­ 
gests going a step further. We believ e Coun­ 
ty Home situation merits an inv estigation 
by the Columbiana County Grand Jury and 
we recommend that Prosecutor G. William 
Brokaw take the necessary step s to imp anel 
a jury for a clearly unbiased, imp artial re­ 
p ort and an inv estigation of p ossible crim­ 
inal v iolations. 
Otherwise, the County Home residents will 
continue to be the hap less v ictims of an un­ 
fortunate p olitical situation which certainly 
is no credit to Columbiana County . 


Whether we like it or not, p olitics is in­ 
v olv ed in the charges and counter-charges 
concerning the op erations of the Columbiana 
County Home. 
Almost 
ev ery 
time some 
statement is 
made concerning the op eration of the infirm­ 
ary or the care of residents there, the p er­ 
son sp eaking is an electiv e official—Demo­ 
crat or Rep ublican, although most of the 
accusations hav e been made by Frank Wil­ 
son of Wellsv ille, the Democratic member 
of the three-man board of county commis­ 
sioners. 
Latest to sp eak out are Rep ublican Com­ 
missioners Walter J. Hunston, p resident, and 
Galen Greenisen, who y esterday let the Col­ 
umbiana County Welfare Adv isory Board 
know that they didn’t like the second-hand 
treatm ent they receiv ed when the board’s re­ 
p ort of a May 16 home insp ection was broad­ 
cast by radio stations ev en before the com­ 
missioners had receiv ed their rep ort. Some 
county newsp ap ers also got the rep ort late 
ap p arently because of mail delay s. 
Quite obv iously , an error in timing was 
made, but this is of secondary imp ortance 
right now. 
THE COUNTY WELFARE Adv isory Board 
and County Board of Visitors, a comp osite 
citizens committee named two y ears ago by 
Probate Judge Louis Tobin, has made ser­ 
ious charges. They should be considered at 
an early date. 
Committee Chairman Guy J. Mauro of Sa­ 
lem said. ,in p art: “Aside from the imp rov e­ 
ments noted to the p hy sical p lant (of the 
County Home) there was found little to be 
hap p y about. The residents were found gen­ 
erally 
to be in a v ery 
unhap p y frame of 
mind, and a general feeling of unrest and 
fear among them was quite ev ident. 


Ra ilroa d's Pla n On Unde rpa s s 


The Pennsy lv ania Railroad’s agreement to 
p articip ate in the p rop osed W. State St. ov er­ 
p ass p roject is another step toward getting 
the 
much-needed 
imp rov ement 
onto 
en­ 
gineer’s drawing boards and the ev entual 
construction. 
It will cost the railroad, by its own esti­ 
mate, between 575,000 and 5125,000. As rail­ 
road officials ex p lained to City Council Tues­ 
day night, the utility would like to offset 
some of its inv estment by eliminating four 
watchmen 
who now 
control the 
v arious 
crossing gates from a central tower at New- 
garden St. This could be done by the instal­ 
lation of automatically -controlled signals, 
all working in sy ncronization at the ap p roach 
of a train.

LIBERIA is the world’s only 
nation which ex acts no tax on 
businesses incorp orated there but 
which earn their money outside 
the country . 
Soon some film makers did in­ 
corp orate in Monrov ia. Liberia. 
They p roduced a p icture or two 
elsewhere and p aid no tax es on 
their 
p rofits. 
Now, 
American 
comp anies make about 100 less 
films annually in the U.S. than 
they did 10 y ears ago. 
And only a few weeks ago in 
Rome Walter Reuther told an 
international congress of metal­ 
workers (auto, steel, etc.) 
that 
the time had come to "translate 
international 
labor 
solidarity 
from a slogan into a p ractical, 
liv ing reality .” 
At that congress were some 
leaders of the United Steelwork­ 
ers, the International Association 
of Machinists and the Interna­ 
tional Union of Electrical Work­ 
ers. 
At Reuther’s urging the con­ 
gress, rep resenting eight million 
metal workers in 27 countries, 
agreed that labor leaders ev ery ­ 
where should hav e the right to 
comp lain to foreign unions and 
manufacturers' 
associations 
in 
other lands about lower wages 
and working conditions there. 


THE TARGETS here of Reu­ 
ther and other American labor 
leaders, of course, are the U.S. 
comp anies which p roduce abroad 
and sell back here in the U.S. 


What these labor leaders want 
is 
an 
international 
minimum 
wage law — and the right to 
fight for 
it 
in 
foreign 
lands 
wherev er someone p roduces 
— 
either goods or serv ices — for 
the American consumer. 


That right was won by Paul 
Hall's Seafarers and the Marine 
Engineers Beneficial Assn. bloc 
day s before the President’s en­ 
v oy to U.S. labor was rebuffed 
for the first time.

Did the Sup reme Court decide 
that such a disregard 
of the 
rights of the indiv idual to free­ 
dom of association or freedom of 
p olitical belief was a v iolation of 
the Constitution? It did not. 
Did the court decide to safe­ 
guard the rights of those silent 
workers who did not dare to p ro­ 
test for fear of being dismissed 
from the union and their jobs? It 
did not. 
Fiv e out of the nine justices 
did decide that p erhap s the six - 
workers were entitled to refund 
of that p art of their dues which 
could p rop ortionately be calcu­ 
lated as hav ing been used to fi­ 
nance 
p olitical 
activ ity 
disap ­ 
p rov ed of by those workers. But 
it was only to p rov ide the neces­ 
sary fiv e-v ote majority that Jus­ 
tice 
Douglas — 
after 
frankly 
disap p rov ing of much of the ma­ 
jority op inion as written by Jus­ 
tice Brennan — decided to go 
along with this decision. 
He 
said 
he 
recognized 
the 
strength 
of 
the arguments ad­ 
v anced in the op inions of Justices 
Black and Whittaker against giv ­ 
ing a "p rop ortional” relief to the 
six railroad workers but p ointed 
out that "there is the p ractical 
p roblem of mustering fiv e jus­ 
tices 
for 
a 
judgment 
in 
this 
case.” Mr. Douglas then added: 
“So I hav e concluded (dubitan- 
te) to agree to the one suggested 
by Mr. Justice Brennan, on the 
understanding 
that 
all 
relief 
granted will be confined to the 
six p rotesting emp loy es.” 
For the benefit of those who 
may hav e forgotten their Latin, 
this means that Justice Douglas 
concurred in order to make a m a­ 
jority of fiv e but retained grav e 
doubts as to whether the m a­ 
jority op inion was really correct. 


NO SUCH DOUBTS were ex - 
p ressed by the dissenters — Jus­ 
tices 
Frankfurter 
and 
Harlan, 
who filed one op inion, and Jus­ 
tice Black, who wrote another. 
Justice Whittaker "concurred in 
p art and dissented in p a r t” 


Echoing 
to some ex tent the 
v iew 
of 
Justice 
Douglas 
that 
"some forced associations are in­ 
ev itable in 
an 
industrial socie­ 
ty ,” 
Justices 
Frankfurter 
and 
Harlan made the strange claim 
that labor unions are somewhat 
like the gov ernment itself. 
The op inion said in p art: 
"Resp onsiv e to the actualities 
of our industrial society , in which 
unions as such p lay the role that 
they do, the law regards a union 
as a self-contained, legal p erson­ 
ality ex ercising rights and subject 
to resp onsibilities wholly distinct 
from its indiv idual members." 
Justice Frankfurter went on to 
say that the ex p enditure of funds, 
desp ite the v iews of members, 
was analogous to that of the gov ­ 
ernment which "ex p ends rev enue 
collected from indiv idual tax p ay ­ 
ers to p rop agandize ideas which 
many tax p ay ers op p ose.” 
There’s no p ower deriv ed from 
the Constitution which could giv e 
a labor union such a quasi-gov em- 
mental status. 
The FrankfurterHarlan op inion, 
v itually 
comp ulsory 
affiliation 
with an "integrated” bar asso­ 
ciation. It so hap p ens that a 
state has the right to say what 
the qualifications of a 
lawy er 
must be before he can become 
a p art of the p rocess of the courts 
or its p rocedures. 
There really is no similarity 
to a labor union, because the 
members of a bar association p er­ 
form functions sup p lementary to 
the gov ernment, while a labor 
union is not a p art of the gov ern­ 
mental p rocess—at least not y et 


JUSTICE BLACK, In his dis­ 
senting op inion, did not mince 
words. He said p rev ious decisions 
of the high court "did not hold 
that railroad workers could be 
comp elled by law to forego their 
constitutionally p rotected freedom 
of association by p articip ating as 
union 
'members’ 
against their 
will.” 
He concluded that the union 
shop clause in the law. as ap p lied 
in this case, v iolates the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
This is just what the Georgia Su­ 
p reme Court had ruled. 
Oddly enough, though Congress 
has p assed a law forbidding la­ 
bor unions and corp orations from 
making contributions to p olitical 
camp aigns, directly or indirectly , 
the Sup reme Court refused in this 
case to take note of any illegal 
activ ity of the labor unions 
in 
fostering p olitical p rop aganda. 


Yet, in another case, the Su­ 
p reme Court held this week that 
ev idence illegally obtained by a 
state could not be used in state 
courts. 
One wonders when the high 
court will take cognizance of the 
illegal activ ity of those labor un­ 
ions which p articip ate activ ely in 
p olitics but merely call it “ed­ 
ucational.”

NEW YORK (AP)—Hold church 
serv ices in a cav e? 
“Why not?” asks the Rev . Ly ­ 
man Riley , who believ es he is the 
only member of the clergy in the 
world to op erate a cav ern. 
An ordained minister of the re­ 
organized Church of Latter-Day 
Saints, he owns and manages the 
famous Onondaga Cav e at Leas- 
burg. Mo., in the Ozark Hills, 
which has been described 
as one 
of the 10 most beautiful cav es in 
America.

Typically American is the fam ­ 
ily dessert called a cobbler. It’s 
1 easy for Mom to make, it’s nutri­ 
tious and popular. 
Once upon a time a cobbler, ac­ 
cording to Webster, was “ a deep- 
dish fruit pie with thick upper 
Icrust.” Although the dictionary 
doesn’t say so, the fruit was most 
often apples or blueberries.

; have less crust than the old-time

too, we’re likely to call upon con­ 
venient pantry shelf fruits when 
we concoct them. 
That's just what we did when 
we used canned Bartlett pears in 
the following recipe, and all our 
tasters approved.
